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| wW?oNDERS OF THE TRANCE. 


Some New and Curious Experiments in 
the Office of Dr. Beard. 
From the New York Sun. 


Dr. George M. Beard, who has given much 
attention to the subject of nervous disorders, 
and has written an exhaustive work on the 
trance state, made experiments yesterday in 
his office, at No. 19 East Twenty-ninth 
street, with three subjects, inthe presence of 
several other physicians. 

The first subject was Cbarles A. Rogers, a 
J machinist twenty yearsold. Heis of medi- 

um beight, solidly built, and in perfect 
bealtb, as Le bas been from childhood. His 
ability to.go into the trance state was dis- 
covered in the course of some recent exhibi- 
tiovs in mesmcrism given in Masonic Temple. 
Dr. Beard first seated the young man and 
bade Lim close his eyes, and then preased the 
thumb of the right hand agaiast the fore- 
heed midway between the eyes. This was 
followed by a few strokes upoa the arms and 
bedy, and the young man was in a trance. 
Many of the experiments usual7 made by 
mesmerists were tried with suecess, enc 
then Dr. Beard said that be would make the 
young man entirely rigid. After a few 
strokes onthe arms and limbs, and the an- 
nourcemée nt that he was now perfecily rigid, 
the yourg man becamea; stiff as though 
desdfor hours. His color remained natural 
apd the action of the heart and breathing 
were accelerated. The voung man while in 
that state was lifted by the head and heels, 
and his bodv wasinfexible. It was held by 
the doctors th itinthis condition any surzicil 
operation might have been performed upon 
the voung man more satisfactorily than with 
the use of anwsthetics. But asthe suscepti- 
bility of thetrance condition is limited to 
one cut of every ten human beings, it cannot 
be genirally emplosed instead of anwsthetics. 

‘ibe young mao was next tested, when pair- 
tiallv ina trance, as to lossofsensibility. Ue 
was informed that his left hand was numb 
and feelingiess. A pin was pushed into a 
finger of that hand, and nosign of pain ac- 
compabied the act. When the other hand 
was pricked the young man started with an 
exclamation of pain. Liven to the contsct 
with an electric brush, charged with a Iara- 
caic current, the left hund was insensible, 
though in the trormal condition the pain 
therefrom is greater than that caused by con- 
tect With ared-hotiron. The slightest touch 
of the brush to the right hand or face of the 
subject caused unmistakable evidence ot 
severe pain. On beingxwakened he had no 
recollection of any painful feelingin the left 
hand,thoughina moment he complained of 
the wound the pin had made. Anvw3thesia of 
the left side of the face was produced, so that 
the pulling of the hair and mustache was not 
feit. The same treatment on the other side 
caused pain and shrinking. It was found on 
examination that tbe temperature was ninety- 
ty-six degrees onthe side of the forehead 
Which the patient imagined was 
wsthized. On the ocher 
wasonly nipety-folir Cezrees. 
bisuiphide of carbon, which Dr. Beard said 
had *‘*the worst sme!! under beaven,’’ was 
produced and uncorked under the young 
man’snose. When askedif it did not smell 
sweetto one nostril under which it was 
beld, heexclaimed: ‘*Yes; it is cologne.’’ 
When held tothe other, without being asked 
asto its perfume, he discovered its true 
smei], and recoiled. To one side of his 
tongue citric acid was madeto seem sweet, 
and to the other it bad its natural disagreea- 
ble sour taste. In the test for color blind- 
ness, after being informedthatif he closed 


anything he saw, be called a ball of pink eord 
white; a white card, be said, was blué: a 
prece of cloth of several shades, he said, was 
pink. The patient was brought out of the 
trance, apd Dr. Beard was conversing witb 
the cther physician, when the voung man

The doctor waved bis hand before the eye, 
and said: **Li’s all right now.’’ 

_ The young man smiied, and ssid: ‘‘Soit 
13.°” 

Krom these and other exp°riments Dy. 
Beard holds that the trance condition is sub- 
jective. Itdepends upon the condition of 
ibe one who experiences it. Any one who 
can inspire the person casable of trance with 
the belief that hecan enforce the condition 
upon the subject of 
bringipg itabout. Itis noi a matter of will 
power in the manipulator, but of suscepti- 
bility in the ene who goes into mesmeric 
iranecs. 

Similar experiments to those described 
ebove weremade with Sames Wilson! years 
oid. aclerk inx bookstore, and David W. 
Wright, about 50 vears old, who, Dr. Ibesard 
said, was the best subject known to psycho- 
logists anywhere. Both Rogers and Wilson 
were able in some small degree to resist the 
enforcement of tbe trance condition, but 
Wright had no power whatever in that direc- 
tion. Wilson, wheninthe trance, was in- 
formed that be was beforealtarve auilieuc:, 
and it was desired that he should deciaim for 
their pleasure something from Shaks- 
peare. Arising and stepping out ip- 
to the middle of theoom, he began Ff{amlet’s 
soliloquy. While he wasin the midst of bis 
speaking he dashed his hand across his fore- 
head an:l started forward, but his power of 
epecch was gone. His lips continued moving. 
Dr. Beard had touched the back of the speak- 
er’s neck. Afierashort interval, when the 
trance subject’s face bad grown red and the 
veins of his neck stosd out like whipcords 
with bis vain effort to speak uloud, another 
slight blow from the doctor restored the 
power of audible speech, and the soliloquy 
was taken up at the exact point which the 
speaker bad reached in his pantomimic efforts. 

Wright, who has weak eves, was experi- 
meptcd with inthetrance state by Dr. Mitten- 
derf, anoculist. The subject,when in atrance, 
sat motionless for ten minutes, with wids- 
open eyes, as Dr. Mittendorf peered steadily 
intotbe pupil with an optical instrument 
which threw a bright ray of light upon the 
retina. The doctor said that such steadv,un- 
flinching vaze was barely possible to the 
strongest Wilied man in his normal! condition. 


Beecher as a Lecturer. 
From a New ‘ork Letter. 


Beecher,considered as a jecturer, has been 
much longer beforethe public than any otker 
member of the profession. His lectures to 
young men were delivered in the West near- 
ly forty yeurs ago. They have bad an im- 
mense sale, and are among the best produc- 
tions oftheir author. Mbeecher has travelca 
further than any lecturer of the ace except 
Gough, and the aggregate sum of his fees 
would probably reach $159,000. ris thrift- 
less habits, however, have rendered these vast 
earnings of little use. He has al- 
ways been improvident, and of course strait- 
ened for money, and at tho present time he 
is muking great efforts to pay for his rural 


palace at Peekskill, in which he will sink 
$20,000. Itseems hardly worth while that 
aman of sixty-seven should be compelied to 
make sucb prodigious effogts merely to ob- 
tain a habitation, but Beecher is not to be 
limited by those rules of prudence which 
usually control soviety.

A NEVADA TANNER. 


He Subsists Three Weeks on One Grack- 
er Wet With Saow. 
Froin the Virginia City Enterprise. 

A miner named William Nagle was found 
nearly dead of staryation in a cabiain Six- 
mile Canyen, who says that he has fasted for 
three weeks. He went tothe cabin just bee 
fore the first fall of snow, and, according to 
his story, bas Jived there ever since without 
gpything to est exceptacracker. When he 
first went to the cabin he was quite sick, and 
soon became too weak tv get out. Restora- 
tives were supptied, and he was taken to the 
County Hospital this morning. Nagle at one 
time worked at the Gould & Curry and Best 
& Beicher skaft, but, losing his place there 
and beipg unableto find work, he went to 
live in a cabin near the coal-tar works of 
Parke Brothers. 

About a month agoii becawié nésedsai'y td 
tear down the cabin. and Nagle was told of a 
vacant cabin Cown thecanyon that he might 
occupy. He went to this cabin, which stands 
on the south side of the Six-mile Canvon, just 
atthe lirstline of tailing sluicers. No one, 
however, saw him at or about the cabin, and 
those in the vicinity supposed it to be uhoc- 
cupied. Ltst evening the owner ofthe tail- 
ing sluice, withcut any reason he can give, 
feit impelicd to goto the cabin and look into 
it. Notatrack was to be see in the saow 
that was piled about the shanty, and the man 
finally went around and looked into the 
back window, when he was great- 
ly astonished at sceing a man 
lvitg onacot. Heat first thought he had 
found a dead man, but called and presentiy 
saw the supposed corpse move; also heard 
some muttered words, but could make noth- 
ing ofthem. Hecame to town and reported 
the matter to Dr. Harris, President of the 
Board of Health. Dr. Harris returned, and, 
after much knocking at the window, pre- 
‘railed upon the man to get up and open the 
coor.

weeks. The bunk was covered with only a 
few pieces of ragged biankets. An old stove 
without apy pipe was found in the room, but 
there was nothing within reach to burn init. 
Although weak and emaciated, Nagle’s con- 
dition was not as bad as might have been ex- 
pected. He was without fever and his tougue 
looked well, 

His pulse was weak and slow and his voice 
almost gone. Nagle is a man about forty 
years of age, and Dr. Harris,who has implicit 
faith in the man’s story, says he will putup 
money that, 1f given the same care, be wil!

YEARS OF SOLITUDE. 

jhe Blue Mountain Hermit tn Reading 
—Story of His Lonely Life. 
From tke Reading (Pa.) Eacle. 

Ap Eagte representative yesterday saw and 
bed a talk with one of the strangest characters 
perhaps in this section of Pennsyivania. This 
is no other than Matthias Berger,the famous 
Biue Mountain Hermit, who rather from 
choice than circumstance has chosen the life 
cf arccluse, lived alone in a little low hut on 
the top of the mountain for a period of twen- 
ty-four years. Mr. Berger has been in Read- 
ing for the past few days, remaining with the 
family of Michael A. Krug, No. 19 North 
Ninth street. His is$ a singuiar story-- 
sirange, but nevertheless true, as many p20- 
ple of Albany township and vicinity can tes- 
tify. The reporter saw before him a little old 


man, sixty-sevep years old, steady in his 


nerves, and about five feet four inches jo 
height, straggling tufts of silvered hair 
combed smoothly down, and 1 tougue which 
never ceased talking, but wagged so fast that 
it was impossible to catch all the words it 
uttered. Mr. Berger was attired ina suit of 
black, which he only keeps for extraordinary 
oecasions; his face was ciean shaven, and his 
general attire bespoke for him great care and 
cleabliness. Theold man’s hut is situated 
onthetop cf the Biue Mountain, slightly 
bordering on tbe Schuy!kill county side, over- 
looking the entire coal country, with the 
smoke rising from foundry, shop and fac- 
tory. Onthe other hand are the rich farm 
lands of Berks and Lebanon counties. 

‘The story of hisstrange life, as gleaned 
rom bis own lips, is aboutas follows: 
Thirty-four years ago hecame to America 
from Germany, strong, active and in the 
piime of lite. Heobtained a position as 
wogd-chopper on the Blue Mountain, and 
erected bis rude hut unthe spot where he now 
lives. Then a vast forest covered the hills, 
and he lived in unbroken solitude and his re- 
treat was fifled with an abiding darkuess. In 
the dense underbrush of the woods snakes 
swarmed in multitudes. But generally the 
trees were chopped down, and he became so 


used to his lonely life that he could not leave , 


it. He estimates that he has cut in his life-time 
5,0C0 cords of woed, for which he received 
3b to GO cents per cord. He’ lived eco-

No Crorsing the Tracksfrom Mercer 
Streetto Summit Avenue. 


Nessly amonth azo, when the city antho-. 
ities and the railroad = representative, 
bad reached a conclusion relative to ti, 
lowering ofthe tracks, the Street Comm. 
sioner was engaged in figuring out how tye 
could co-operate so as not to interyupt trs:ij.. 
on the cross streets buta very brief time. He 
finally arranged matiers sothat he thouch: 
High street, where the cut wouid be deepas:, 
would not have to be closed more than a day 
or twe. . 

The Missouri Pacitic gangs commenced grad. 
ipg down almost immediately, and have bean 
at work about three weeks. They have exo. 


vated acut wide epovgh for one track thao 
entire distance from Mercer(or Twenty-tir.:) 
street to Summit (or Twenty-ninth) avenue. 
a distance of haifamile. Within a «aay o- 
two affer work was commerced, High «rye. 
wasfencedup. In 8 week more barricade, 
weretbrown across Noemi (Twenty-secon:') 
street and Jefferson avenue. These are tj. 
oply crossings of the tracks in at} the 
distance from Mercer Street ti 
Summit avenue. They bave remained close: 
ever sirce and there is no immediate prospect 
that they will be opened. When Superiy. 
terdent Talmage was urging the city authori. 
ties to modify their plans tor the Jefferson 
averue bridge 80 as not to necessitate such a 
deep cut forthe tracks, he told them they haq 
ro corception of the task they were forcing 
upon the railroad companies, particularly 
the Missouri Pacific. They iaughed him to 
scorn, however, and toid bim the entire 
job of grading could be done in a 
week easily. It is more than 
three weeks since Mr. Talmage’s men com- 
merced work. As many teams and men have 
been putintotbe cutas could be utilizea. 
There bas been no in'erruption save during 
the very coldest days. Even Sundays oave 
been encroached upon to hasten thejob, anid 
yet the cutis only wide enough for one track 
ihe wbole distance and an extra track and 
sWitches at the shallow approaches. So far 
as can be observed the city bas done nothine 
toward crading downthe street approaches 
to the cut. 

Pecestrians can scramble through the cut 
by means of steep ladders and running the 
risk of immolation from the constantiy mov- 
ing trains. Whataddstothe seriousness of 
the situation,the whole system of switches on 
the Missouri Pacificis thrown into disorder 
and most of the make-up of the trains has to 
be done between Tayon avenue and Merver 
street. This resultsin frequent and |on-e- 
continued blockades at Mercer street, where 
vebicies by the score can beseen stand- 
ing at almost any hour of the day. The 
Wabssb, which has a single main track run- 
ning under the bricge, hasas vet taken no 
step toward lowering. The bridge is in ex- 
actly the condition it Was three weeks azo. 
It lcoks now asif the spans would hardly he 
put in position over the tracks bofore 
sprites.

Ifa 
convict Was caught asking another for tobac- 
co; if he spoke disrespectfuliy to a guard— 
and the guard was judge insuch cases; if 
he failed to perform a certain amount of la- 
bor: if he spoiied, even by accident, any m:- 
terial he was working on, or broke a tool; ail 
these were considered violations of the prison 
rules, and were followed by punishment with 
the lash. ’’ 

Gen. McDonald draws on his diary for 
scores of cascs to illustrate his assertions, 
giving dates and names and full details of 
the brutal] outrages. He tetls of women who 
were stripped and flogged, this being of 
frequent eccurrence seemingly. The record 
isalong one, and as case after case is pro- 
duced one can not but feel that the author is 
laying bare grievous wrongs.
